Testy Letters Cause Concern 
- Citizens Speak Out 


‘‘My purpose in address- 
ing council tonight,’’ said 
Mr. Dale Dvorak, *‘is that of 
requesting an apology or the 
public clarification concern- 


Russ Bowen, former Town Clerk of St. Albert, 


was presented with a town plaque at the council 
meeting on Monday, March 3. Shortly after his 
retirement last October, Mr. Bowen underwent surgery 
therefore the belated presentation in recognition of his 
contribution to the town. Mr. Bowen stated that it was 
good to be on the ‘‘good health list’? and the mayor 
remarked that he was looking forward to seeing Russ on 
the golf course this summer. Mr. Bowen was extremely 
popular with staff and council, 


ing a letter from the Mayor of 
St. Albert published in the 
February 24 issue of the 
Edmonton Report.’’ Mr. 
Dvorak had the floor during 
the delegations and deputa- 
tions segment of the council 
meeting on Monday night. 

Mr. Dvorak, one of the 
individuals responsible for 
preparation, circulation, and 
assimilation of a petition 
signed by 2,249 persons 
opposing the mayor's pro- 
posed salary hike, was taking 
issue with a letter signed by 
the Mayor of St. Albert 
which lambasted the Ed- 
monton Report for ‘‘lacking 
in objectivity and accuracy.”’ 
The letter also accused the 
former mayor and council, 
along with their supporters, 
of forming an ‘‘unofficial 
opposition dedicated to tear- 
ing down the present 
council." 

Mr. Dvorak explained that 
the statement to which he, 
his wife, and Mr. and Mrs. 
W. P. Jarvis (also involved in 
the preparation of the peti- 
tion) had taken issue with 
was: ‘The majority of this 
group and their supporters 
have formed an unofficial 
opposition dedicated to tear- 
ing down the present council. 
The political partisanship of 
this undeclared opposition 
posing as normal concerned 
citizens on various issues

The bracketed por- 
tion was not quoted by Mr. 
Dvorak in his comments. 
Mr. Dvorak stated that he 
and the others involved 
sensed that the statement 
tied themselves in with the 
former council and implied 
that they were dedicated to 
the tearing down of the 
present council. Mr. Dvorak 
said that even if this was not 
the intention the implication 
had been made. He stated 
that he wished to have it 
publicly declared that ‘‘this 
group of petitioners is not in 
opposition - official or unoffi- 
cial - aimed at tearing down 
the present council."’ 
Turning over the chair to 
the deputy mayor, Mr. Plain 
commented on Mr. Dvorak’s 
remarks by quoting from a 
letter to Mr. W. P. Jarvis in 
which he requests a list of 
members involved in the 
working volunteer group in- 
volved in the petition and a 
statement of its aims and 
objectives. Mr. Plain says in

legally or indeed informally 
constituted group... has 
duly elected officers which 
are responsible to the mem- 
bership and can be held 
accountable to the public for 
their actions and activities. 
Secret or anonymous groups 
who have or are unwilling to 
disclose their objectives or 
their membership are not 
usually condoned or recog- 
nized by society as respon- 
sible members of the comm- 
unity.”’ 

The mayor continues in the 
letter saying that unrecog- 
nized groups cannot be held 
accountable for their actions, 
and statements with accoun- 
tability and responsibility are 
fundamental principles of 
democracy accepted as part 
of the political process. 

‘*You appreciate the fact 
that your group's actions 
deserve to be clearly recog- 
nized by all residents of St.

LETTER IS 
PUBLIC BUSINESS 


Coun. Throndson took ex- 
ception to the mayor’s 
comment that the letter 
appearing in the Edmonton 
Report (E.R. Feb. 24) con- 
stituted a private letter 
saying that the letter was 
signed by R, H. M. Plain, 
Mayor, Town of St. Albert, 
making it ‘‘public business.” 
‘*] would like to make it very 
clear for everyone,”’ he said, 
‘that I do not belong offi- 
cially or unofficially to the 
group that put forth the 
petition."” Coun. Throndson 
felt that a mistake had been 
made by the council mem- 
bers when they did not 
challenge the mayor’s re- 
quest for identification of the 
group and its member. 
**Surely a group of people 
can get together and put 
forth a petition of things that 
they want without having to 
have a formalized group 
under the Societies Act or a 
series of aims and objectives 
- surely their aims and objec- 
tives are that which they put 
down in the petition itself,” 
Mr. Throndson said. Coun. 
Throndson felt that the letter 
of the mayor and the letter 
which followed were unfair. 

Mr. Dvorak stated that he 
was in agreement with Mr. 
Throndson’s comments and 
said that seeing the letter 
signed as it was caused him 
to believe that it constituted 
an official statement of the 
administration of the town. 
‘‘As far as our petition 
goes,’’ he said, “‘it is the 
right of any individual in a 
democratic society to petition 
a council without belonging 
to any group, and as far as 
that goes he does not have to 
have any specific aim and 
objective.” He said that the 
only aim of the group was to 
object to the increase in 
salary for the mayor. 

The mayor said that in 
view of the complexity of the 
petition, it was indicated that 
the group was more than *‘a 
group of people on the 
block”’ and it would be useful 
to know who they are so that 
there was no maligning of 
the group by writing them of 
as being engaged in partisan 
“politics. The mayor said that 
one way to eliminate doubt 
was to indicate who are the 
members of the organization. 


ELIMINATE HEAR-SAY 


Mayor Plain asked if Mr. 
Dvorak could report if there 
are individuals in the group 
who are or will be involved in 
the political sphere because 


. she had had received infor- 


mation indicating that this 
was the case. Deputy-Mayor 
Myrna Fyfe asked the mayor 
if he would Gisclose his 
sources which had indicated 
that this was the case and the 
mayor responded that it had 
“been imparted to him by 
people signing petitions at

doors and “‘hear-say"’ com- 
ment. He said that the con- 
jecture and hear-say should 
be clarified. 

Coun. Lukay stated that he 
felt that the request made by 
Mayor Plain was legitimate. 
Coun. Wetsch noted that “‘it 
went without saying that one 
does not need an organized 
group to formulate a peti- 
tion’’ and that it was not a 
fact that council policy 
includes a requirement for 
further information if some- 
thing does not please it. 
Coun. Wetsch said that there 
was not an obligation for the 
information to be disclosed 
by the group though he 
pointed out that the request 
had been made for certain 
information to clarify the 
issue. Continuing, Mr.Wet- 
sch said that if there was an 
objection to the request then 
the group could adopt the 
approach that there was no 
obligation to comply. Mr. 
Wetsch said that in light of 
the fact that the information 
has been contributed, (not- 
ing that there is no alignment 
with any group) such ex- 
changes of information can 
continue. 

‘The petition stands by 
itself,"" Coun. Wetsch said, 
‘*You are quite correct in 
saying that the petition 
represents the people who 
signed it and not the people 
who passed it out.” 


MR. JARVIS’ LETTER 


Coun. Throndson noted 
that the request made by the 
mayor for the information 
had been complied with in a 
letter from Mr. W. P. Jarvis 
dated February 22. In the 
letter received on March 3, 
Mr. Jarvis tells council that 
the petition was prepared by 
Mr. and Mrs. D. Dvorak and 
Mr. and Mrs. W. P. Jarvis 
and that the petition was 
circulated by volunteers. 

In the letter Mr. Jarvis 
lambastes council for practi- 
cing what he calls ‘‘two 
policies’’ when dealing with 
petitions presented. Mr. 
Jarvis notes that a petition 
presented at the February 3 
meeting did not have a 
similar request for back- 
ground information to be 
supplied. Mr. Jarvis deduces 
that this petition met with 
council approval. He charges 
council with “‘no questions 
asked’’ when dealing with a 
petition with which they are 
in agreement and “‘let’s start 
a fishing trip’’ when dealing 
with a petition with which 
they are not in agreement. It 
is a requirement within a 
document entitled ** Policy 
Governing the Proceedings 
of Council’ that each speak- 
er ‘‘must be recognized by 
the chair and state his or her 
name, address and organiza- 
tion for the record. Coun. 
Breadner had moved the 
amendment to “‘organiza- 
tion’’ from ‘‘occupation”’ 
when the document was 
adopted by council. 

Mayor Plain said that 
when writing an article or 
letter was a spokesman of 
council required is the full 
complicity of the other 

members, on the other hand, 
the mayor said that when he 
is speaking for himself the 
comments are his own and 
not of the rest. Coun. 
Throndson said he felt that 
when a letter is signed ‘‘the 
Mayor of St. Albert’’ it is 
taken that he is speaking for 
the Town of St. Albert. 


Citizensspeakout | 


Mayor Plain suggested that 
Mr. Throndson should be 
able to tell the difference but 
Mr. Throndson replied that 
when a letter is signed the 
Mayor of St. Albert then it is 
seen as a remark of the 
Town. Mr. Dvorak stated 
that he was in agreement 
with the comment of Mr. 
Throndson. 

Deputy-Mayor Myrna Fyfe 
suggested to the mayor that 
he does not sign ‘‘personal 
letters’’ in future with 
‘*Mayor, Town of St. Albert” 
to eliminate confusion. 


FORMER COUNCILLOR 
MAKES 
REPRESENTATION 


Former council member 
Bob Hudson addressed the 
meeting in an appointment 
saying that his intention was 
initially to speak regarding 
the letter in the E.R. Feb. 24 
which he felt aimed at him 
but ‘‘Mayor Plain judged 
that this was not a proper 
item to appear before coun- 
cil.” Asking to be given time 
to explain why he felt that 
this was a fitting matter Mr. 
Hudson was ruled by Mayor 
Plain (in the chair) to 
continue with the matter 
indicated on the agenda first, 
remuneration. 

Noting that this was not 
his choice, Mr. Hudson 
proceeded by asking for 
answers to a series of 
questions regarding the 
meeting in mid-November 
where the remuneration is- 
sue is allegedly to have been 
initially generated. The 
questions are as follows 
(taken from the Gazette 
tapes): 

1. Would like to know if 
the meeting of Nov. 19 was 
called by the mayor. 

2. Were all members of 
council present. 

3. Were the salary pro- 
posals presented i.e. $20,000 
for the mayor and $4,000 for 
councillors. 

4. Was there an indication 
of support for the proposed 
increase by any councillor 
present at that meeting. 

5. If so, how many and 
who may have supported the 
proposal. 

6. Was it planned to bring 
the matter back in January. 

7. If so, planned by 
whom? 

8. What was the intent 
when the decision was made 
to bring the matter before 
council, and not acting upon 
it in November or December. 

9. If at this meeting it was 
planned to bring the pro- 
posals back to council in 
January, was it stated who 
would bring it to council and 
what was the intent to wait 
until January to bring it to 
council as a whole. 

Mayor Plain noted that it 
was not practical to answer 
all the questions at that time 
however Coun. Breadner told 

Mr. Hudson that there was a 
meeting on November 19 
with all councillors present. 
Coun. Breadner asked that 
the questions be submitted 
in writing to council but Mr. 
Hudson stated that the 
questions were duly and pro- 
perly recorded on the tape 
machine used by council. 

Mr. Hudson said that if 
there was a concern re- 
garding communications 
‘*things’’ should be kept as 
simple as possible. He said 
in view of the concerns of 
‘persons no longer involved 
in politics, nor do | intend to 
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be involved in politics” a 
simple level should be 
maintained and his queries 
had been stated properly and 
recorded. 


CONTENDS LETTER 
REFERS TO HIMSELF 


Coun. Fyfe moved that 
Mr. Hudson be given an 
opportunity to speak regard- 
ing the letter in the Edmon- 
ton Report and the motion 
carried 7 to 0. Mr. Hudson 
pointed out that he felt that 
the contents of the letter 
should be brought before 
council as a whole and felt 
that suggestions in the letter 
were aimed at himself. He 
stated that in response to 
calls he had been alerted that 
he had been ‘‘run through 
the gauntlet’’ by the mayor’s 
letter. Following reading the 
letter Mr. Hudson said that it 
was suggested that he was 
part of a group and perhaps 
the leader of a group dedica- 
ted to tearing down the 
present council. ‘‘As has 
been stated by Mr. Dvorak,”’ 
Mr. Hudson said, ‘‘] have 
not taken a part in any group 
activities with regard to tear- 
ing down or doing anything 
outside of signing a petition 
as it was presented to me.” 
Mr. Hudson said that the fact 
that he had served on council 
should not place him in any 
other category than an or- 
dinary citizen. He said that 
he felt obligated to note that 
he had no intent to seek 
office in the forseeable future 
and no intent of taking part 
in group politics ‘‘be it 
opposition official or unoffi- 


cial’’ because he did not 
believe in such activity. 

Mr. Hudson said that the 
only time that he would 
appear in the council cham- 
ber was when he was in 
opposition to something. He 
noted that the only matter he 
was opposed to was the 
remuneration issue. Mr. 
Hudson said that he was not 
dedicated to tearing down 
the council and inuendos 
which hinted at this ‘‘mys- 
terious evil’’ discouraged 
participation.

Mr. Patrick reports that 
Alberta Containerway, who 
supply the depot with their 
license to collect bottles, are 
very impressed with the 
facilities as they are now 
established. An innovation, a 
conveyor system, appears to 
have the bottle sorting well 
under control. 

Reporting on the line-ups 
during rush periods of 
business, Mr. Patrick says 
that well over 250 cars went 
through the depot on Satur- 
day without a line-up of more 
than three cars at a time. 

‘The public has been well 
satisfied with how things are 
going,’’ says Mr. Patrick, 
‘“‘we have no problems in 
getting everyone through the 
depot without waiting.’’ He 
said that an exit to Balmoral 
Drive has shown to be 
unnecessary. 

A motion tabling the app- 
roval of the use of the site for 
bottle return and pop sales 
was carried 7 to 0.

In justification, it 
includes a preamble selected 
from the Worth Report 
which, in part, says, ‘‘The 
re-shaping of Alberta’s edu- 
cation system must seek to 
involve all of our citizens. 
The magnitude of the task 
ahead makes it clear there 
will be more than enough for 
everyone to do.”’ 

The draft version of the 
questionnaire is a lengthy 
document divided-+nto two 
sections. Answers to ques- 
tions in both sections are 
obtained through a check-off 
system. The first section 
covers attitudes towards 
education and it includes 
some questions which can be 
used for statistical data. Best 
features of schools, greatest 
problems, discipline, com- 
munications and school years 
are among a multitude of 
questions posed. 

The second section deals 
with curriculum and pro- 
gramming and it seeks 
answers to questions on 
items such as French lang- 
uage tuition, library services, 
sex education, counselling 
services and homework. 

Trustee Munro explained 
that the questionnaire is an 
attempt to communicate with 
the electors. He feels that 
because trustees are elected 
to a board it does not 
automatically follow that 
they become experts. If 
trustees are to represent the 
electorate, they must know 
the electorate’s views. 

Trustee MacFarlane dis- 
agrees. He says that in this 
democratic era, reaction fr- 
om parents can be obtained 
any time by means of the 
current procedure or system. 
He suggested that question- 
naires can be slanted to 
obtain answers which are 
desired in the first place. 

Trustee Shirley McCaffery 
took issue with this view- 
point. She explained to a 
doubting M. MacFarlane 
that the questions are posed 
in such a manner as to be 
neutral or impartial towards 
the topic discussed. She 
thought it the duty of the 
Education Committee to seek 
out opinions. 

After some discussion in 
connection with printing 
costs, Shirley McCaffery 
moved that the questionnaire 
be accepted and the motion 
was carried 4-1 with Murdo 
MacFarlane opposing.

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of the Municipal Assistance 
Grant in St. Albert between 
1969 and 1974 inclusively. 
The four key columns are: (1) 
the annual percentage 
change in population; (2) the 
annual percentage change in 
the total dollar value of the 
assistance; (3) the assistance 
per capita and, (4) the annual 
percentage change in assis- 
tance per capita. (see page | 
(a) for Table 1). 

It is clear from an 
examination of the Table that 
the assistance per capita 
decreased from $20.89 to 
$16.95 between 1972 and 
1974 - a decrease of app- 
roximately 19.2%. This 
stems from the fact that the 
average annual percentage 
change in the lump sum 
grant did not keep pace with 
the annual percentage 
change in population. 

If. we assume that the 
Government intended to 
render the same level of 
assistance to residents of St. 
Albert as it did to the 
Province as a whole, then the 
per capita grant should have 
amounted to $23.15 per 
capita in 1972 and increased 
to $26.34 per person in 1974. 
The net difference between 
the amount of assistance that 
St. Albert received and the 
amount we should have 
received for the three years if 
we had been treated equit- 
ably is $278,485.00. 


ACTION TAKEN: 


A detailed copy of the 
above analysis has been 
presented to the Govern- 
ment. Regretfully, no action 
has been taken on our 
request even though the 
merits of the case were 
recognized and agreed to by 
the Department of Municipal 
Affairs. Our MLA has 
worked assiduously on our 
behalf; however, there has 
been no reaction from the 
senior policy makers. 

Recently the Minister of 
Municipal Affairs announced 
that the assistance grant 
would be increased by 15% 
for 1975. It appears that 
exactly the same _ basic 
economic mistake will be 
replicated as noted between 
1972 and 1974. The residents 
of St. Albert will continue to 
be deprived of their rightful 
share of the grant money. 

In summary, the uncon- 
ditional grant program 
structured by the Govern- 
ment of Alberta has a basic 
economic flow. As matters 
presently stand areas which 
absorb a high proportion of 
the population growth need- 
ed to accommodate the long 
run plans for development of 
the Province, receive the 
least per capita assistance. 
Regions which stagnate or 
actually lose population re- 
ceive the greatest assistance. 
Clearly, the time is long 
overdue for an economic 
overhauling of the grant for- 
mula and a ‘squaring up”’ of 
accounts with communities 
who have suffered under this 
system.

An article was written in 
the Edmonton Journal on 
December 17, 1974 under the 
heading ‘‘Make Seat Belt 
Law Compulsory Consumers 
Say,’’ and another article 
written in the Gazette around 
the first part of February, 
under the heading ‘‘Manda- 
tory Seat Belt Legislation 
urged.’’ Both dealing with 
the views of the Consumers’ 
Association of Canada on the 
use of seat belts. 

The Consumers’ Associa- 
tion said 1300 lives and 260 
million could be saved in 
medical and social assis- 
tance. Also that driving was 
a privilege, not a right. 

The Government spend 

millions on roads, car manu- 
factures are permitted to 
build cars to sell to the public 
to drive, the government, 
ake their share from the 
profits of both the manufact- 
ures and the dealers, then we 
pay road taxes, car license, 
insurance, and operators 
license, then the association 
says we have no right to 
drive. It is just a privilege. To 
me this is the way a 
communist. govern- 
ment would dictate to their 
people. 

lam not condemning seat 
belts, I think car manu- 
facturers should install them 
in all cars for those who wish 
to wear them, I believe seat 
belts do save lives but also 
take lives. My fears when 
driving are hitting ice and 
sliding into the ditch, tipping 
over into water or my vehicle 
catching on fire. I do not 
want to be strapped in should 
this occur. 

The part that irks me, is 
the fact that they say alcohol 
is involved in about 65 to 
75% of all car accidents, and 
$4% in accident deaths. 
Alcohol is one of the biggest 
problems in our schools they 
say, and I believe one of the 
biggest problems in society. 
Many times in court alcohol 
is used as an excuse for 
robbery, murder, rape, and 
other crimes.

These people would say, and 
on speaking to a couple of 
them on the phone, said it 
was their right or privilege to 
smoke or drink if they so 
desired, and they did desire. 

And I agree, it is an 
individuals right to choose if 
he wants to wrech his life or 
health with alcohol or tobac- 
co. But for anyone from any 
organization, or any indivi- 
dual who wants the seat belt 
law made mandatory with 
the reasons being they are 
concerned about the lives 
being lost in accidents be- 
cause someone has acted 
upon their rights to choose 
not to wear a seat belt, to me 
is a farce.

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Charges were laid against 
juveniles who vandalized 
Albert Lacombe School. 
Three juveniles were found 
delinquent and were admon- 
ished. This statement was 
given to the board of trustees 
of District No. 3 by Superin- 
tendent Dr. W. Zielinski on 
Monday, March 3. At the 
same meeting, the district 
vandalism policy was ann- 
ounced which is as follows: 

‘“*When school district 
property is vandalized during 
the school day, the principal 
shall investigate and resolve 
the matter as deemed appro- 
priate. The resolution of each 
case shall focus on preven- 
tion and best interests of the 
individual and school sys- 
tem. If prosecution is recom- 
mended by the principal, he 


shall submit a written sum- 
mary of the incident and his 
recommendation to the sup- 
erintendent for consideration 
and possible action, 

When school district pro- 
perty is vandalized after the 
school day, the RCMP will 
conduct an investigation and 
report their findings to the 
superintendent of the school 
district. The superintendent 
in co-operation with the 
RCMP shall resolve each 
case as deemed appropriate. 

All major acts of vandalism 
shall be reported to the 
board. 

Thus ends a period which 
can hardly be counted 
among the board’s finest 
hours. While the topic was 
vandalism, the issue was the 
board’s attitude to the pro- 


blem and how it saw its 
responsibilities. When it 
came time to be counted, 
Trustees Sieben and Walsh 
voted in favour of laying 
charges while Trustees 
Howrish, Lockert and Free- 
man voted against this 
action. With this motion de- 
feated, the board was unani- 
mously in favour of a special 
committee of administrators 
investigating the matter and 
making this decision in con- 
junction with the RCMP.

the customer that’s left in the 
dark,’’ says Mr. Beisiegel. 

The two incidents since 
Christmas happened in La- 
combe Park, and were the 
result of the grader operator 
being unable to see the 
two-foot high transformers 
located in the boulevards in 
front of residences. 

Mr. Beisiegel says the 
snow clearing crews keep an 
eye out for the transformer 
units, but when they’re 
buried with snow, it’s pretty 
tough to guess their location. 
A phone call to the St. Albert 
Calgary Power office (458- 
1092) advising of a buried 
transformer location along 
the street would help a great 
deal. 

‘The street cleaning oper- 
ation is pretty efficient, but 
residents’ co-operation 
would help guard against the 
possibility of power out- 
ages,’’ continued Mr. Bei- 
siegel. ‘‘We know, from 
experience, that identifying 
the transformers with stakes 
is ineffective, as children 
remove the stakes as fast as 


they are put up. If residents 
could keep this in mind when 
clearing off their driveways 
and sidewalks, it would be 
appreciated.’’ 

The mini-padmount trans- 
formers are an essential part 
of the underground power 
supply system. When an 


outage occurs, the trouble 
spot must be located, swi- 
tching and clearance steps 
followed to isolate the 
trouble, alternate power 
feeds established, and then 
the utility staff makes the 
necessary repairs or changes 
to the affected transformer.

The increasing use of 
international transportation 
and communication and the 
growing volume of world 
trade in recent years have 
focused attention on the need 


for a universal system of 
measurement, and this has 
special significance for Can- 
ada as a nation vitally 
dependent on foreign trade 
for its economic health. 
Noting that Canadian ma- 
nufacturers must ‘go metric’ 
to meet the demands of 
competition for foreign mar- 
kets, the Commercial Letter 
adds that, quite apart from

The periodical forecasts 
that initial costs of Canada’s 
‘voluntary’ conversion will 
be high and that the main 
burden will fall on industry. 
Tangible costs include mod- 
ification of «quipment and 
other physical changes; in- 
tangible costs cover such 
aspects as retraining and 
education of workers. 
However, it is pointed out 
that experience in other 
countries has shown that 
costs are not usually as high 
as expected. In Britain, for 
example, money was saved 
by retraining workers on the 
job on a need-to-know basis. 
Further savings were achie- 
ved by replacing tools when 
worn out or obsolete rather 
than in a mass switchover. 

Conversion does not in- 
volve a simple replacement

Stop the Strippers - 
Fish & Game theme 


‘Stop the Strippers’’ was 
the theme of the 46th annual 
Alberta Fish and Game 
Association conference held 
in Red Deer on February 28 
and March 1. More than 300 
delegates from 110 affiliated 
clubs attended the two day 
annual meeting. Twenty-one 
resolutions were passed that 
will be presented to the 
cabinet of the Provincial 
Government later this year. 

The best resolution pro- 
duced by the conference 
dealt with the theme against 
strip mining. There were 
four main points to this fine 
resolution. 

1. That the Alberta Gov- 
ernment immediately act in 
accordance with the ‘‘Report 
and Recommendations’’ of 
the Environment Conserva- 
tion Authority on Land Use 
and Resources Development 
in the Eastern Slopes’’ and 
announce immediately that 
for the present, there will be 
no development that involves 
surface mining for coal on 
the east slopes of the Rocky 
Mountains. 

2. That the Alberta Gov- 
ernment should immediately 
commence to buy back any 
coal exploration permits and 
coal development leases wh- 
ich have already been gran- 
ted, in any critical areas of 
the province from a stand- 
point of wildlife habitat, 
ecological significance, or 
water shed protection. 

3. That the Alberta Gov- 
ernment act immediately to 
have the conditions attached 
to any exploration permits 
granted along the Eastern 
slopes or in any part of the 
province released to any 
persons who may request 
such information. (Currently

In an effort to stimulate 
employment, stabilize pro« 
duction costs, prices and 
rent, the Government has 
recently introduced several 
measures with respect to 
housing. 

Finance Minister, John 
Turner, proposed various 
housing incentives in his 
November 18 budget. The 
sales tax on construction 
equipment and building ma- 
terials was immediately re- 
duced from 11% and 12% to 
5%. (The reduction on 
building materials covers 
such items as bricks and 
similar materials, lumber, 
tiles, wallboards, doors, 
windows, glass, electrical 
wiring, heating and plumb- 
ing equipment and the 
materials a homeowner 
would normally require for

ing). The capital cost allow- 
ance on new, multiple-unit 
residential buildings for rent 
begun after budget day and 
before December 31, 1975 
may be claimed against any 
source of income by building 
owners. The carrying costs 
on land awaiting develop- 
ment will not be chargeable 
against other income. A sch- 
eme was introduced whereby 
prospective homeowners 
may contribute $1000 per 
year to a lifetime maximum 
of $10,000 into a Registered 
Home Ownership Savings 
Plan. The amount of the 
annual contribution is exe- 
mpt from income tax if 
applied toward the purchase 
of a home and to furnishings 
such as essential major 
appliances and furniture. 
The original deadline for 
taxpayers to set up Re- 
gistered Home Ownership 
Savings Plans applying the 
1974 taxation year was 
March 1, 1975 but Mr. 
Turner recently extended the 
period to April 1. In a case 
where both spouses work or 
have taxable income, each 
may contribute to the Plan.

In addition to the budge- 
tary provisions, Barney Dan- 
son, Minister of State for 
Urban Affairs, announced 
that anyone who is a 
first-time purchaser and mo- 
ves into a new home from 
November 1, 1974 to October 
31, 1975 may qualify for a 
$500 federal government 
grant. This measure is part 
of an overall program to 
prevent a reduction in the 
supply of new housing, a 
reduction that could lead to 
lower standards of accom- 
modation. These grants, 
which are available through 
Central Mortgage and Hous- 
ing Corporation, are inten- 
ded to increase home-buying 
opportunities for those pur- 
chasing moderately-priced 
dwellings. For prospective 
homeowners to be eligible 
for the grant, certain terms 
and conditions must be met:- 
the unit must be the principal 
residence, it must be the first 
home purchased and must be 
a new unit that has never 
been occupied, and it must 
be at least 65% completed. 
(Mobile homes qualify for 
the grant provided they carry 
CSA certification number 
Z240). Where the unit is 
located on leased land, the 
term of the lease must be a 
minimum of five years. The 
total purchase price must not 
exceed the limit established 
by CMHC for the area in 
which the unit is located. The 
local CMHC office can pro- 
vide the details concerning 
price limits. 

There is presently a bill 
before the House to amend 
the National Housing Act. 


SUNDAY 


One of the provisions of this 
legislation is the expansion 
of the Assisted Home Ow- 
nership Program initially 
introduced in 1973. This 
program is designed to help 
lower and moderate-income 
families with one or more 
‘dependent children acquire a 
home without spending more 
than a reasonable proportion 
(i.e. - 25%) of their adjusted 
income on monthly mortgage 
payments. The new bill will 
make Assisted Home Own- 
ership Program assistance 
available to people who can 
obtain an NHA-insured loan 
from approved lending insti- 
tutions such as_ banks, 


insurance companies, credit 


unions and trust and loan 
companies. At the present 
time, AHOP subsidy benefits 
are provided only on mort- 
gages issued through CMHC 
| A grant of up to $600 a year 
| #s available to make reduc- 
‘tions in monthly charges to 
those families who qualify for 
assistance under the Pro- 
gram. The income levels at 
which assistance is provided 
will be different by locality 
because housing costs vary 
from one area to another. 
Emphasis is placed on the 
construction of new housing 
but under certain circum- 
stances existing housing is 
also acceptable. 

The new bill also provides

Government slammed over delays 


intolerably long for Sturgeon 
students, parents felt, com- 
plaining that they had little 
control if that was what the 
teachers wanted. 

‘Though there is no 
assurance they will not do it - 
(go on the four day week), 
the pressure is there to do 
it,"’ commented Mr. Mc- 
Donnell. 

Councillor for the MD of 
Sturgeon Lawrence Kluthe 
questioned the wisdom of 
building the facility anyway 
saying that at the rate things 
were growing now there 
would be a need for two 
schools 10 years down the 
road.

come up with the dollars for 
the $2 million facility, 
although it was pointed out 
that construction costs are 
mounting by the month.

very useful as a school 
trustee. I am aware of what 
is going on in education, 
and I can speak from ex- 
perience rather than just 
from opinion.”’ 

In explaining what he 
stands for, Mr. Ledet said: 
“One thing which parents 
want, and to wlhiich I am 
committed is that the 
school be a place where 
children discover, explore 
and treasure the Christian 
way of life and our 
important basic traditional 
values.” 

He also mentioned that 
he had been approached by 
a number of Anglophone

What is 
especially exciting is that 
the results of current 
educational reserach in the 
field of bilingual education 
from across the country are 
very encouraging. Many 
Anglophone parents are 
demanding this kind of 
education for their child- 
ren, and I believe that 
Legal has the possibility of 
being a real leader in this 
field, and a model for other 
cgmmunities that have a

large ethnic population. 
Our school should defin- 
itely be offering a good 
program of bilingual edu- 
cation to those who wish to 
follow such a program."’

Syncrude could pay for the whole shooting match 
says Mayor Stapleton 


‘We'll take Syncrude any 
time, that'll pay for the 
whole shooting match.’’ 

So said Morinville’s Mayor 
Art Stapleton during a public 
meeting February 26 when 
the public were invited to 
overview and comment on a 
growth proposal for the 
town. 

About 50 people attended 
the mecting held in the 
Morinville Recreation Centre 
along with representatives of 


the developer Forest Glen 
Dixie, the Department of 
Education, the Edmonton 
Regional Planning Commis- 
sion and the Department of 
the Environment. 

Subject of the meeting was 
the proposed annexation of 
the eastern portion of the 
town and the development of 
483 acres of land mainly for 
residential use. 

The outline plan which 
also contains provisions for 


an elementary school as well 
as parks, roads and other 
school sites has yet to be 
approved by the ERPC and 
this approval is expected 
soon, 

But doubt was expressed 
at the meeting whether the 
problem of land titles and 
registration would be cleared 
up in time to give the 
Thibeault School Division a 
positive answer on an ur- 
gently needed elementary 


school for the town. 

The Notre Dame Convent 
which currently provides 
elementary school facilities 
could be condemned because 
it does not match up to 
provincial fire regulations. 

One voice raised in anger 
said that-the convent should 
have been condemned 20 
years ago. 

Spokesman for the devel- 
oper Tony Piluso said that it 
was not possible to see the 
way clear at this point as far 


Move to joint water and sewage 
facilities at Villeneuve 


The MD of Sturgeon may 
not have to duplicate water 
and sewer facilities in the 
hamict of Villeneuve when 
the expected satellite airport 
is located near the commun- 
ity. 

A delegation from MOT 
told the MD at a develop- 
ment meeting last weck that 
they were calling for joint use 
of the water and sewer 
facilities which would come 
with the airport, but first 
they wanted to know what 


the MD's own plan was. 

Such joint use would 
require an interlock of two 
such systems. The MOT is 
already making a survey of 
the drainage at the airport 
site as well as the runway lay 
out. 

Reeve of the MD Bill Flynn 
said that as it was the 
Sturgeon Health Unit was 
not satisfied with present 
(sewage) facilities and more 
subdivisions. The MD was 
also keeping a close watch on 


the sewage experiment at 
Vimy where the data are 
being stored over the next six 
month period. If the results 
prove encouraging, the MD 
could be looking at going 
along with the Vimy system. 
In it, each residence has its 
own low pressure pump 
which feeds sewage via 
plastic pipes into a septic 
tank. 

Mr. Flynn pointed out that 
the land away from the 
airport site moved downhill

Project manager for the 
Villeneuve satellite airport 
Mel Fedderson felt that the 
Villeneuve sewage lagoon 
could be discharged into a 
nearby creek bed once 
yearly. 

As far as the water supply 
was concerned, a viable 
source would have to be 
found before there could be 
any real hope for joint use. 
For sewage disposal there 
could be a common use 
lagoon and the Sturgeon 
River was also under evalua- 
tion as an outlet. 

MOT officials felt that it 

was the MD’s responsibility 
to upgrade roads to the 
airport site on a cost sharing 
basis with the Federal Gov- 
ernment.

handle a greater level of 
sewage from Villeneuve. The 
hamlet’s present population 
is 100 and this could grow to 
300 and more if people take 
jobs at the airport and decide 
to live at Villeneuve. 


as servicing the site went. 

‘Speaking realistically it 
would be difficult and (we) 
cannot provide for the 
servicing of the school by this 
spring.”’ 

Mayor Stapleton was a 
little more optimistic and 
said there was the chance of 
rearranging the land use so 
that the proposed school site 
could be serviced quicker.

Manawan Lake; after that 
the town would be looking at 
obtaining supplies from CFB 
Namao, St. Albert or the 
regional water line to meet 
its future needs. 

The developer also said it 
was hoped that recreation 
needs would be met by the 


provision of plenty of parks 
and open spaces in the 
Forest Glen Development. 

A detailed explanation was 
given about the effects new 
developments would have on 
the Manawan drainage canal 
which has been flooding 
regularly over the past few 
years. Seven control ponds 
have been slated to cope with 
the quicker run off which 
development will bring and 
run-off will be controlled at a 
rate less than agricultural 
levels. 

One resident expressed 
concern that there might be 
danger to young children 
who ventured close to the 
ponds.

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AHSC advises hospital board to get public 
input on expanded services 


The Alberta Hospital Ser- 
vices Commission has ad- 
vised the Sturgeon General 
Hospital District #100 to get 
to the public for input on 
expanded services. 

The hospital district will 
then be able to look to 
expansion of its services at 
the Sturgeon General Hos- 
pital by 1976 following the 
commission of an architect to 
design the facility. 

Hospital Administrator 


Clifford Keyes said this week 
after a regular meeting of the 
hospital board that the board 
would like to know from the 
public what services they 
would like to see at the 
hospital which it does not 
have now. These services he 
pointed out would fall in the 
category of the common or 
every day kind of service, but 
specifically from the out- 
patient’s point of view. 

Mr. Keyes said that he did 


not expect that the average 
healthy member of the public 
would be able to suggest 
what might be provided in 
the way of expanded ser- 
vices; someone who had 
been a patient would be more 
valuable in this regard, he 
explained. Questionnaires 
are expected to be drawn up 
by the hospital board within 
the next two weeks. They will 
then be introduced to the 
public through the media and 


other outlets, a board spo- 
kesman said. 

There is no doubt that the 
hospital is looking at expan- 
sion. It has the full blessing 
of the AHSC to do so, only 
the ‘‘when’’ has been left 
open by the Commission till 
the Sturgeon board tells it 
what will be added in the 
proposed expansion. 

During his report to the 
board Mr. Keyes pointed out 
that the volume of patient 
services at the hospital had 


increased in the last 12 
month period, even though 
there had beer a 10.1 per 
cent reduction in the average 
length of stay at the Sturgeon 
General Hospital in that 
time. 

While on the surface this 
might look as if the hospital 
staff have been less hard 
worked, it actually means an 
increase in work load and 
ancillary services. 

Admissions at the Stur- 
geon Hospital increased 16.3

they weren't doing. 

Mr. McAmmond replied 
that he had lots to do without 
administering other regula- 
tions. Coun. Kluthe then said 
that ‘‘the provincial plumb- 
ing branch is where the 
problem is.”’ 

Mr. McAmmond empha- 
sized that the philosophy of 
bush disposal must change 
pointing out that people must 
be aware of the health 
hazards in this type of 
operation. There was more 
than a tenuous connection 
between the water supply 


and sewage disposal in this 
regard. 

Pointing out that bacteria 
multiply in the septic tank, 
Mr. McAmmond added that 
the soil can only take so 
much when sewage is re- 
leased into the soil. 

He said that when there 
were 10 homes on a quarter 
section with each home 
getting rid of 60,000 gallons 
of waste per year that was a 
great deal to expect from the 
private disposal system and 
would become a greater 
problem as time went on.

The five per cent reduction 
would mean an additional 
estimated $60 to $150 for 
most taxpayers. 

We believe the additional 
five per cent reduction is 
needed to stimulate the 


economy and to slow govern- 


ment spending. Turner has 
asked Canadians to use 
restraint in personal spend- 
ing as an anti-inflation 
device. He said, at the time 
of his last budget, that the 
government would take lea- 
dership in this fight against 
inflation. In spite of that 
commitment, government 
spending this year (1975) will 
increase at least 30 per cent 
over last year, and nearly one 
half of federal government 
revenues are derived, direc- 
tly, from personal income 
tax. Last year, the govern- 
ment lifted an unnecessary 
$1 billion in personal income 
tax from the Canadian 
public. 

Despite high expenditur- 
es, the federal government is

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doing next to nothing about 
our economic problems. Sta- 
tistic Canada’s release today, 
of January 1975 seasonally- 
adjusted unemployment fig- 
ures shows 660,000 Cana- 
dians out of work - the 
highest number since 1946 
when the government first 
began recording numbers of 
unemployed in this country. 
Figures prepared recently by 
the University of Toronto’s 
Institute for Policy Analysis 
indicate this year will bring 
only marginal growth in our 
real gross national product, a 
16% reduction, in real terms, 
in residential construction, a 
three per cent reduction in 
exports, a rate of inflation at 
over 10%, and a rate of 
unemployment in the seven 
per cent range. 

Turner's suggestion that 
Progressive Conservative 
Members are deliberately 
holding up the Bill’s passage 
with the amendment is 
untrue.
